cast the single vote received by Mr. Cam- 
eron, was the caucug chairman. He held 
the crowd in admirable check, and was 
quick to hammer any attempt to inter- 
rupt the proceedings.

Darin" 
the. lue of the late Enoch Pratt'he was 01^ 
ot that gentleman's most intimate friends 
and probably knew more about Mr 
Pratt s private interests than any other 
man m Baltimore. For many years Mr. 
Cornelius had been one of the most prom- 
inent Methodists in the city. At his death 
he was a local preacher of the Baltimore 
conference, president of the City Mis- 
sionary and Church Extension society, 
president of the Emory Grore asaociation, 
one of the trustees of the Baltimora an- 
nual conference and a member of the of- 
ficial board of Madison Avenue church 


He began his career with the National 


Farmers and Planters' bank forty-two 
years ago as messenger boy and worked 
nis way up to the position of cashier. Un- 
til Saturday there had never been even a 
suspicion against his integrity.

Economic Value or Birds. 


The economic value of birds is untold 


This fact might be placed beyond dis- 
pute if It were possible to prepare two 
tables—one showing how many wire 
worms it would take to destroy a mile 
of turnips, how many grubs to ravage 
the wheat harvests of a dozen farms, 
how many Insect's to strip the leafy 
blades of a forest bare, how many to 
spoil the frnits of wide orchards, and 
the other recording the fact that these 
very numbers of Insects are eaten by 
a few humble birds in the course of 
the year. That the result would be con- 
clusive evidence of the birds' value 
may be'safely foretold by a glance at 
a few facts which have already been 
brought to bear upon the question. 


In the spring, when there are clamor- 


ous young birds in the nest, the house 
sparrow returns every three or four 
minutes, each time bearing spoils in the 
shape of insect food. Calculated at its 
lowest possible value—that is, allowing 
only one insect to each journey—this 
thankless task represents tens of thou- 
sands of captured insects as the work 
of one pair of birds in one month. Swift 
fliers like the swallow that hawk for 
food in the air may rank higher. They 
slay hundreds of thousands.

SMOTHERED TO DEATH. 


TUB TUUKK CHILDREN OK OBOKOE DUT-

FOCATION. 


Thursday morning, as the last hours 


of the old year were passing away, the 
lives of tbe three children of Mr. and 
Mrs. George Duttera, who reside about 
14 miles east of Bonueauville, flickered 
out from suffocation. 


In the morning Mrs. Duttera left home 


to go across the road to see a neighbor 
and for some reason locked her three 
small children and a pet dog in the house. 
When she returned several hours later 
she discovered smoke issuing from the 
house, and entering through the'door she 
fell through the floor which was badly 
burned. She landed in the cellar. Quick- 
ly crossing to the steps, she ascended to 
the first floor, where she found her three 
little ones, with their dog—dead! 


The peculiar circumstances surround- 


ing the case, however, aroused suspicion 
in the minds of the neighoors and Coro- 
ner Miller of Abbottstowu, was notified. 
The funeral was to have taken place on 
Friday, but it was postponed and an in- 
quest ordered to be held on Saturday at 
1 o'clock. 


A jury comprising E. G Cook and J. 


E. C. Miller and Mai tin Heltzel, of New 
Oxford; E. P. Miller, of Abbottstowu, 
and John Sneeriugcr and Charles Hein- 
ler, of Mouutpleasant, were empanelled 
to hold the inquest. Besides the jury 
and the Coroner at the inquest were Dr. 
J. J. Snyder of this place, and Chas. F. 
Shafer, of Hanover. 


The jury viewed the remains of the 


little ones as they lay side by side in a 
large square box, which was covered 
with plain black cloth, lying in the same 
position as they met their death. The 
witnesses who gave testimony at that 
time were J. Frank Miller, Amos Spon- 
seller, Frank H. Wagerman, Charles Bu- 
cher, Moses C Topper, John Smith, Jnp. 
Patterson, George Dnttera and Amelia 
Duttera, all of Mountpleasant township. 
All the foregoing witness' testimony was 
that the parents were very negligent in 
leaving their children at home unattend- 
ed. 


The mother's testimony was that she 


left the house about 11 o'clock and 
did not return until about 12.45 o'- 
clock. When she left she put the chil- 
dren asleep and laid them upon a chaff 
bed on the floor. She stated that she of 
ten left them alone when she went away. 
Upon this day she went first to the house 
of a neighbor, Mr. Slusser, thence to 
Square Corner. When she was return- 
ing she noticed smoke coming out of the 
house. 
She hastened her speed and 


broke open the door. When she stepped 
in she broke through the floor, landing 
in the cellar. She quickly ran up the 
cellar steps and into the room where the 
children lay. She then seized them and 
carried them out of the house. She said 
that the floor did not catch ablaze until 
she opened the door; that after carrying 
the bodies out, she then poured a bucket 
of water upon the fire. The only cause 
of the origin of the fire she could state 
was that a spark fell from the stove upon 
the floor and caused a smothering fire. 


Sunday morning, at 10 o'clock, Dr. J. 


J. Snyder, of this place, performed an 
autopsy upon the bodies, from which it 
was developed that all the organs, except 
the lungs which were greatly congested, 
were in a normal state, and that the hand 
of one of the- children and ;the foot 
of another were slighly burned, which 
may have come from lying near where 
the fire was. In the stomach he found 
digested food which was apparently mix- 
ed with corn meal. 
Sunday evening, 


the jury in a body, drove to the residence 
of the parents, where the following wit- 
nesses were examined:—Mrs. Susan Gal- 
lagher, William Snyder, John Snyder 
and J. H. Sneeringer. The testimony of 
the above witnesses, except Mr. Sneer- 
inger's, was that the parents were very 
negligent-. 


Mr. Sneeringer's testimony Aras that he 


was notified about 6 o'clock about the 
affair. He went there as the rest did; 
they not knowing what to do. Upon ar- 
riving there he immediately looked if 
there were any marks of violence and 
discovered that there was a mark on the 
boy's leg and on the head, lie then 
pressed at the neck of one of the girls 
and immediately blood issued from the 
nostrils. Mrs. Duttera then said: "If 
you believe I killed them, examine them." 
Mr. Sneeringer further stated that he im- 
mediately went to Dr. Noel and asked 
for a certificate of death, but was refused 
because the latter did not think it neces- 
sary, they having died of suffocation. 
He then went to Gettysburg and notified 
the District Attorney, who,=j;with him, 
stated the facts to Judge Swcpe. Mr. 
Sneeringer testified that the parents were 
the most unconcerned persons about the 
affair and that Mrs. Duttera did not show 
the effect of her loss as a motuei should. 
When he spoke to Mr. Duttc-ra he hung 
his head while at times he would look up 
and laugh. He though the affair looked 
suspicious. 


The Jury, having completed the taking 


of testimony, adjourned to the home of 
John Sneeringer, near by, to sum up tlic 
evidence and frame a verdict. 


At Mr. Sneeringer's home the evidence 


was all carefully reviewed and filial]}- 
they came to the conclusion that tbe ver- 
dict shall be "that the death of tbe three 
children, Mary Emma. Alice Catharine 
and Norman Clare was caused by suffo- 
cation on the 31st day of December, 1SJH5, 
through the neglect of the parents by 
their wilfully leaving the children alone 
in Ihc house, for several hours at a thnv 
upon this, like frequent, occasions, and 
in the room where tbe children lay lock-! 
cd, fire broke out by some caases «n- | 
known to the jury." 
i 


The bodies <»f the children were buricxJ; 


on Sunday evening at 4 o'clock, in the 
German Reformed cemetery at Ahbolts- 
town, Rev. Daniel Ebcriy officiating. 


The Dutteras arc very poor people. It 


is said that their home in Monntpleasant 
township presented an awfnl sight. The 
furniture of the house, what little there 
was of it, was of tbe poorest kind, while ! 
their stock of food did not consist of 
enough for a sabstantial meal. This is 


be allowed to want for food iu this part 
of the country. But, it i* also said that 
their house was in a very filthy condition. 
For this there is no excuse. Poverty is 
excusable and is to be pitied, but filth ia 
not excusable and is to be despised. 


The Dutteras moved to their present 


home last June, from near Gettysburg. 
Duttera is formerly from Maryland. Mrs. 
Duttera is a daughter of John C»rns, of 
Hanover. The death of the children 
leaves them childless. The oldest of the 
children were twins and were in their 
fifth year, while the youngest was not 
quite two years old. The affair created 
a great excitement in the neighborhood.

Frozen Mntlon. 


The reason why Argentine mutton 


generally is of inferior, price to that of 
New Zealand has a three-fold explana- 
tion. In the first place, New Zealand 
possesses to-day a mutton-producing 
breed superior to that grown in the 
Plate. 
In the second, the New Zea- 


iander feeds his stock during the win- 
ter time with extra forage, while in 
the Argentine the sheep are allowed to 
graze upon the same bare patnpa dur- 
ing the dead season. 
The re=ult of 


this is that the New Zealauder pro- 
duces an even, well-grown carcass, 
while there is sent home from the Plate 
one upon which a hasty covering of 
fat has beea pit during the spring 
months of the year. 
The differ- 


ence between the 
two carcasses 


will readily be toted by anyone who 
pays a visit to the cattle market. 
Thirdly, the freezer iu New Zealand 
freezes the mutton on account of the 
breeder; and in the Argentine the 
freezer buys from the breeder. 
Tbe 


disadvantage oJ the latter system, so 
long as the breeder has no knowledge 
of the requirements 7! tho market, is 
apparent. 
The New Zealand breeder 


selects his wethers with care, rejecting 
any which wiH give au inferior weight, 
or which are insufficiently fattened for 
the butcher. He remits them in small 
droves to the freezing establishments, 
and takes every care that they shall 
arrive in perfect order. 
The Argen- 


tine breeder, on the other hand, makes 
a contract with the representative of 
the freezer to sell a given number; 
and the latter binds himself to remove 
them within a certain date. - -New York 
Ledger.

KOTV the Arabs Sleep. 


The fact that in Algeria there are 


very few maladies of the nose, ears 
and throat has caused Dr. Madeuf, an 
eminent French physician, to inquire 
into its cause, and he has found it due 
in a large measure to the practice of 
Arab mothers, who train their children 
to sleep on a hard bed with one or two 
coverlets for bed clothing, and to lie 
on their sides, not on their backs. It 
can easily be shown that the right side 
is preferable to the left for a person 
to sleep on. For one thing, the action 
of tbe heart or liver is not impeded iu 
any way by the pressure of tbe body 
when one lies on the right side. Dr. 
Madeuf seems to think that deeping 
on the back is the worst of all. If 
there is any irritation of the mucous 
membrane of the nose, it is apt to ex- 
tend to the ears and throat when one 
sleeps in this position. 
Moreover, 


one is very prone to breathe by the 
month, which is neither a healthy nor 
a seemly habit. 
The doctor, there- 


fore, counsels all mothers to accustom 
their children to hard beds and to 
sleep on their sides—above all, on 
their right sides. The habit formed 
in infancy will be useful to them in 
their way through life, and probably 
save them from more than one illness.

Obtained From Rattlesnakes of the 


Arizona Desert When Tlielr l*ol- 
son is Most Powerful—Poison Tests 


T—\ ATTLESNAKES are tbe chief 
I—^ element in the arrow-tip poi- 
\^ \ eons of the Apache and flute 


( i ~ Indians. To eee the savage 


prepare the poi&ons and try their ef- 
ficiency on himself is enough to dis- 
tress even a frontiersman's dreams. 
The bloated rattlesnake of the hot al- 
kali desert ol' Arizona or the Pan- 
handle of Texas makes the most pow- 
erful poison. 
There is no more hide- 


ous and deadly serpent in America than 
the bloater rattler. 


The rattlesnake of the Arizona 


desert grows to a length of six feet, 
and attains a girth of five inches at 
the thickest part. They have tremen- 
dous sets of rattles. I saw one once 
that was over five feet long and had 
twenty-three rattles in it, aud I heard 
of a snake being killed that had a 
string of twenty-seven rattles. 
TJia 


head of the desert rattler is an enor- 
mous triangular thing, often five inches 
long fr,om the thin neck to the blunt 
nose, and three inches wide, measur- 
ing at the b,ase of the jawbone. This 
snake has fangs an inch long, and is 
frequently fitted with two «els. The 
poison sacs at-the base of these fangs 
are as big as a hazelnut. The snake is 
a bright yellow in color. 


The desert rattlesnake is a dreadful 


enough customer any day in the year, 
but during August takes oa the iul- 
ness of its frightfulness, both in ap- 
pearance and in conduct. About the 
middle of August when the weather is 
insufferably hot, this snake becomes 
bloated from some cause until it is a 
third larger than its normal size. Its 
appearance is as it' the snake had been 
blown up like a bladder or charged 
with gas like a balloon. This rattler 
is always sluggish nnd slow ia its 
movements, and, like all of its kind, 
usually makes an eilort to get out of 
the wny of intruders, but ia August it 
simply lies still in bloated repulsire- 
ness and will not move for anything, 
being ready at all times to etrike at 
everything that comes near it. At 
that time ol year it is simply a swol- 
len reservoir of venom, and its bite 
wiU then send even an Apache Indian 
to the happy hunting grounds, and 
quickly at that. 


A Piate Indian who wants to lay in 


a stock of poison for his arrows kills 
at this time of year enough of those 
rattlesnakes for his purpose. 
He cuts 


off their heads and takes them to his 
lo'dge. ^He places in one oi the rude 
earthen vessels that are among the 
Pinte household effects, ten or a dozen 
of these snake heads. To them he 
adds perhaps a pint of tarantula kill- 
ers, as the big hairy Texan or Mexi- 
can spider is called; or, rather, he 
puts the abdomen of the spider in 
with the snake heads. This spider has 
a sting that injects a poisoa powerful 
enough to kill almost instantly a ta- 
rantula, which is itself about as poison- 
ous a member of the animal kingdom 
as one would care to meet. The poi- 
son sac of the tarantula killer is in the 
lower abdomen of the insect, and it is 
this that tha Pinte brave mixes 
with his rattlesnake heads. He then 
pours in a pint of water, seals the lid 
of the vessel on with moist clay, and 
places the vessel in a pit, where he 
has made a bed of red hot coals. He 
buries the vessel ia these coals, nnd, 
besides that, builds & blazing fire on 
top of it. 
This fire is kept burning 


fiercely for several hours, when it is 
swept away, and the Indian digs his 
vessel out of the coale. 
AVith a long 


pole he knocks the lid oil, and does 
not venture near the pot until the 
steam that arises from it has entirely 
ceased to appear. 


The Pintes say that to inhale the 


smallest quantity of that steam would 
be instant death. "Whether that is 
true or not I am not able to say, as I 
never saw it put to the test. 
After 


the fiery ordeal to which the snake 
heads are put, a brownish residnm is 
found at the bottom of the kettle. 
That is certainly Ihe double quines- 
eence of poison, if its action on human 
blood, or, at least, Indian blood, is 
any indication. 
The Piute always 


tests this poison before trusting his 
arrows to it. He cuts a gash in the 
fleshy part of his leg and draws the* 
blood, which he allows to trickle down 
his leg. 
When the red stream has run 


clown six or seven inches he dips a 
stick into the poison and touches it to 
the lower end of the bloody streak. 
If the poisoa is all right it aclaally 
barns the blood almost like hot iron 
touched to water, and rapidly runs 
np the trickling stream. The Indian 
has his kaifo ready and scrapes the 
poisoned blood off dry. 
If it wa<s psr- 


mitteu to reach the wound it would bo 
all ap with the Pinte. The arrows are 
dipped into the poison, and the Indian 
feels that whatever snch na arrow hits 
had much better not have been born. 


The Apache collosts his poison in a 


mnch simpler way. Dreading the 
Staked Plains rattlesnakes as he does, 
he nevertheless mskea it his business 
to go among them at the very time 
they are most deadly. He places the 
liver or heart of a deer, freshly torn 
from a victim sometimes not jet dead, 
in front of a snake, within easy strik- 
ing distance. 
The snake protests 


ugainit the presence of the object And 
quickly sinks its fangs into it again. 
In a few seconds the heart or liver will 
take on a purplish black hue, BO quick- 
ly does this poisoa affect it. 
When 


the Indian thinks the receptacle has 
drawn all the venom from the snake's 
head it is removed and hung up in the 
sun. It is left there uutil it is almost 
ready to drop to pieces from putrid- 
ity. 
If the Apache feels like testing 


its deadly qualities he runs a stick 
into the poisoned heart, calls his 
squaw, and makes her gash her leg or 
arm as the Piute does his leg. AH the 
blood runs from the wound the poi- 
soned stick is touched to it. 
If the 


venom is active the blood will coagu- 
late and turn black and change to a 
dry powder. The squaw has to look 
out for her own safety, and wipe away 
the poison before it reaches the 
wound, for the brave walks away to 
steep his arrows in the poisoned 
heart as he sees tne venom's action on 
his squaw's blood. After he has jubhe-i 
his arrow heads into the putrid and 
poison charged heart or liver they ore 
ready for use.—New York Sun. 


ITliy the Truck Horses Arc so 
Nobility may die and the world may 


expand, according to Nansen's idea of 
things frigid ; but one thiug is sure 
never to happen. Nobody has ever 
seen a thin horse oa a brewer'a wagon. 
The chances are that this sort of 
equine will never come under the ob- 
ptrvation of man so long as brewers' 
hurses are fed on brewers' grain. Who 
lias not eeeu a brewer's horse and 
wondered at its rotundity! Like the 


iiiItems of a famous Boap firm, the 


liort,en or a brewer's cart are so round- 
el oat in strength and fine physique 
that they rnoiirid one of a dozen old 
time prizefighters rolled into one. 


Brewers' grain is not salable. Sev- 


enty per cent, of it consists of water, 
and, for that reason aloae, cannot be 
utilized for transportation, at any 
great distance, except at a big expense 
and sacrifice ol' weight. Sweet milk 
does not sour any quicker than brew- 
ers' grain. That fact is another draw- 
back against its long transportation 
by rail or otherwise. It is true that 
faroiersuse it frequently to feedcattla 
all through the winter in many casss, 
but it has always been a question 
whether it was advantageous to do so. 
The brewers themselves supply their 
biorses with the grain as soon after it 
comes steam m£ from the brewery r.s 
it is possible to do so. In the vicinity 
of the matropolis there are about 51)00 
horses used in brewers' work, supply- 
ing beer to this city, Brooklyn aud 
lose points in Jersey. Horses are as 
necessary to tbe brewery business as a 
magnifier is to a jeweler, The trucks 
they haul are cumbersome and the 
cargo is a heavy load, too, which the 
driver sometimes supplies; it is,there- 
lore, necessary to have stout horses, 
•md there *s nothing like the residue 
of the brawers' process for making a 
lorse stout. The stuff is 100 percent, 
cheaper than oats or hay, yet the de- 
sired effect ia frequently entirely 
different.—New York Mail and Ex- 
press.

ver certificates, for one, two and five 
dollars respectively, ranks, by virtue 
cf beautiful design and effective en- 
graving, as the most artistic paper 
money ever put in circulation. We 
do not see on these bills the confusion 
of titles, portraits, vignettes and lathe- 
work scrolls and borders usually found 
on bank notes, but a consistent deco- 
rative picture embodying a thought 
wrought out in unity of purpose, which 
joth pleases the eye and makes ccan- 
ierfeiting more difficult. 
Thus utility 


is served no less than art. 


In other respects the certificates do 


credit to the intelligence and Ameri- 
can spirit of the officials who have 
taken part in their preparation, For 
instance, due honor has been done, for 
the first time in this way, to American 
invention and American literature, by 
the excellent engraved portraits of 
Fultot! and Morse which decorate the 
back of the two dollar certificate, and 
by tbe names of great writers and in- 
ventors which appear among those of 
warriors and statesmen on the face of 
the ones. 


Thus the vital importance of the 


industrial ana social sides of the Na- 
tion's life are avowed oa it* currency 
as never before; thrs. nt last, the 
stamp on money signifies not Cjesar 
only, not authority and force only, 
but the people themselves. It is well 
that ourjcountry has led the world in 
this mailer, as is evinced by the praise 
with which the new certificates have 
been greeted by the artists of Europe.

ley, corn to a limited-extent, malt 
sprouts and other by-products may be 
used. A grain mixture consisting of 
lour parts of grouml oats, four parts 
wheat bran or middlings (not the fin- 
est;, and one part linseed meal, will 
do all that any linseed mixture will in 
promoting the kind of growth that is 
desired. 


"in the cose of the mares, the quan- 


tity of grain ration that should be fed 
depends so much upon conditions— 
snch as size, the quantity of work, 
whether in gestation or suckling the 
foal—that we are sure it will be more 
sensible for a practical feeder to gov- 
ern the ration by his personal observa- 
tion than by any arbitrary rule which 
he might venture to suggest. 


"Skim milk would be a food par ex- 


cellence for the colts, even for those 
three years old, and if a supply of this 
can be had at twenty cents or less per 
10U pounds, no more economical food 
could be found for parts of the ration. 
If tbe milk is fed, the linseed meal 
may be left out of the ration, nnd the 
bran and oats retained, in the propor- 
tion of one pound of the mixture to 
six pounds of the milk lor the younger 
colts, the proportion of gram increas- 
ing as the animal grows older. The 
skim milk would also be a splendid 
food for the mares while sucking their 
foal. 
In any case, especially if all 


other foods are dry, roots are exceed- 
ingly desirable as an occasional feed, 
and to the colts may be fed daily with 
excellent results." 


FEEDING DECAYED FOOD. 


Dr. T. E. White, State Veterinarian 


of Missouri, reports the occurrence of 
fatal disease among milch cows in 
Mississippi County, which he ascribes 
to the feeding of partially decayed 
feed-stuffs. 
Twenty-six cows died in 


the vicinity of Bertram!, Mo., belong- 
ing to various persons. There were no 
preliminary symptoms, and about the 
first intimation given of trouble was 
that tbe owners would go out in the 
morning and find a cow dead, swollen 
to enormous proportions, undwith the 
blood oozing from mouth and nose. 
These conditions seem to indicate in- 
testinal trouble, which tbe history of 
the case corroborated. The country 
around is a low-lying marshy district, 
and the cattle are fed largely on peas 
aud pea-vines that nro pastured off on 
the ground where they grow. The 
cows have been turned into such 
fields, as wc.s the usnal practice, 
but during tbe mild winter there 
had been aileiualiuss of freezing and 
thswiujj, truich tended to partially 
•Iccay both tbe peas and Ibe vines. 
Feed in Ibis condition then caused 
derangement of the stonjarb, a gas was 
forme-i hy'the pKire^ediinff, Woatimj 
css.ue'1, the animals died and the con- 
tinued fermeutalio}} aflcr death ia the 
internal viscera was of snch extent as 
to Fend the b]oo<3 oat of llae month 
and HOFC ailer death. 


Dr. Wuite was subsequently called 


to De Sola, where the city cows were 
dying in a similar manner. The his- 
tory of the cases show that ihc grocery- 
meu and restaurant keepers wero in 
the habit of selling out all refuge 
matter, such as roJJea potatoes, or-; 
angef, lemons, apples, etc., at their, 
back doors for the cows to «at. The ; 


cows showed intestinal pain and would 
swell up tiiul die iu u few hours. 


The present season has, iu many 


parts ot the country, been unusually 
humid, and the conditions have been 
such as to be peculiarly favorable to 
fermentation and putrefaction in feed- 
stufls exposed to the weather. Special 
care should be taken to avoid feeding 
anything that is in this dangerous 
condition.—Wisconsin Farmer. 


MAEKETINQ FBTJIT. 


A man who was engaged by a farmer 


as an assistant in packing and shipping 
apples began his duties by preparing 
one barrel for a shipment. 


The larmer had his methods and 


would not allow any one to interfere 
with them. No package of fruit went 
to market without his personal ex- 
amination of it. 
Upon looking over 


the barrel he found small, worm- 
eaten, knobby apples scattered about 
within a foot of the top. He criticised 
the packing, when the employe, with 
some spirit, said that he had spent hia 
life in the best apple-growing dis- 
tricts in New York State, and that the 
farmers there always packed apples in 
that way. He was told that there was 
but one method used by his present 
boss, and that must be strictly adhered 
to. 
This was, when apples were 


marked as first-class, that no imperfect 
specimens should be found in the 
barrel. 


There are fruit shippers in the vi- 


cinity of New York whose packages 
can always go to the consumer without 
being examined. 
The commission 


merchant knows that they are in every 
respect the best that can be put up, 
and that the stamp of such shippers 
stands against all evidence. 


Fruit should be put up in three 


grades—the first without a blemish or 
spot, and of the largest size; the sec- 
ond smaller, but quite as perfect; and 
the third, the culls of the entire lot. 


There is nothing more valuable to 


the producer than a reputation for re- 
liability, and the man who is known 
to put up good, honest fruit, while he 
may get no higher price than his 
neighbor who is less careful, will sell 
his goods more rapidly. 


Apples should be packed closely 


and shaken clown so that they will not 
settle during handling. 
The heads of 


the barrel should be tightly pressed in 
and firmly secured. 
The Apple Ship- 


pers' Association has adopted as the 
size of barrels those of the capac- 
ity 
of an ordinary flour barrel.

half inches in length of stave and of 
the regular bulge. Early and soft ap- 
ples ought always to be packed in 
small parcels. Ten and twenty pound 
baskets and bushel baskets are best 
for fancy grades of summer and autumn 
apples. 
A couple of years ago there 


was a demand made for small pack- 
ages of fine apples. Ordinarily, these 
are to be had only in full barrels, but 
half barrels were called for, and were 
packed to order. 


This season there has been a pack- 


age provided for this trade. It is a 
wooden box, made of light, strong 
wood, and holds a bushel of apples. 
Ihey will weigh very little, if acy, 
more than the average barrel, holding 
the eame amount. 


It is useless to send apples to market 


unless one adopts a clearly defined 
system of packing and sorting. There 
is nothing about which consumers are 
more touchy than fruit, and once ship 
a lot that shows evidet.ce of a desire 
to fill in with poor stuff, and ths ship- 
per's reputation is gone. 


The association gives the following 


directions for shipping apples: 


"The standard barrels should be 


used. The apples should be handled 
carefully, the barrels well filled and 
the beads be pressed in as firmly as 
possible without bruising tbe frait, so 
that the ^oalents can't shake aronud. 
'Ihe barrels should be well nailed, 
plainly stenciled wiih Ihe name of the 
variety nnd the name of the shipper, ; 
or any mark that he may use to desig- 
nate his goods. They arc then ready 
to be sent to nay apple exj orier, who 
will look after them aad make returns : 
after they are sold. 
The exporter i 


will attend to nil the oetails, ses to 
putting tho aoples on bo&rd the vessel, 
aHen<l to insurance, freight, etc. 
Ho 


should 3?e Koliiicd by mail when a 
shipment is ma^eto him. The expense 
of tending apples to the English mar- 
kets is about £1 per bnrn»l, and it 
co.ets jn«;t as much to send n barrel of 
poor ones as one of the choicest 
fruit."

A search resulted in tho 
finding of his dond body. 


Mr. Cornelius was one of the oldest and 
best known bank cashiers in Baltimore, 
and his acquaintance iimong bankers os- 
tended throughout tho country. 
During 
the life of tho late Enoch Pratt he was one 
of that gentleman's most intimate friends 
and 
probably knew more about 
Mr. 
Pratt*s private interests than any other 
man in Baltimore. 
For many years Mr. 
Cornelius hnd been ono of the most prom- 
inent Methodists in tho city. At his death 
he was a local preacher of tho Baltimore 
conference, president of tho City Mis- 
sionary and Church Extension society, 
president of tho Emory Grove association, 
one of the trustees of the Baltimore an- 
nual conference and a member of tho of- 
ficial board of Madison Avenue church. 


He began his career with tho National 
Farmers and Planters' bank 
forty-two 
years ago as messenger boy and worked 
his way up to the position of cashier. Un- 
til Saturday there had never been oven a 
suspicion against his integrity. Ho was 
never known to speculate and lived very 
frugally. 


In addition to othor positions of trust in

The economic value of birds Is untold. 
This fact misrht be placed beyond dis- 
pute if it were possible to prepare two 
tables—one showing how many 
wire 
worms it would take to destroy a mile 
of turnips, how ninny grubs to rava.sro 
tho wheat harvests of a dozen farms 
liow many Insect's to strip the 
leafy 
blades of a forest bare, how many to 
spoil the fnilt^ of wide orchards» and 
the other recording the fact that these 
very numbers of Insects are eaten by 
a few humble birds in the course of 
the year. That the result would be con- 
clusive evidence of the 
birds' 
value 
may be safely foretold by a glance at 
a few facts which have already been 
broup:ht to bear upon the question. 


In tho spring, when there are clamor- 
ous young birds in the nest» the house 
sparrovv' returns every three or four 
minutes, each time bearing spoils in the 
shape of Insect food. 
Calculated at its 
iowcst possible value—that is. allowing 
only one Insect to each .lourney—this 
thankless task represents tons of thou- 
sands of captured insects as the work 
of one pair of birds in one month. Swift 
fliers like the swallow that hawk for 
food in the air may rank higher.

The train that arrives at York at 
about 6 
o'clock, over 
the 
Western 
Maryland railroad, on Thursday even- 
ing struck and killed a man near the 
Beaver street crossing in York. 
At a 
late hour in the night he was identified 
as A.lbert Hinkle of that city. 


Just how Hinkle came to meet his 
death, beyond the fact that he 
was 
•struck by the train, is something of a 
mystery. 
The engineer of the 
train 
did not notice him on the track, dark 
ness having already set in before York 
was reached. 
He, however, felt ajar, 
and on reaching the station told 
the 
•other trainmen that he believed 
they

to investigate, the

They were gathered up and removed

many people took a look, the stranger 
remained unidentified until trainmaster 
Orwig, of the Frederick division, start- 
ed to investigate, and learned that the 
dead man bore a letter to "Ah" 
in 
Missouri. 
He immediately thought of 
'his brother-in-law, Albert Hinkle, who 
came here about three months ago from 
Missouri,and a description strengthen- 
ed his fears. 
He went to the alms- 
house and found his conjectere correct. 
Later the lather and a brother identi- 
fied the man. 


Hinkle was about 38 years of age 
and the son ot Daniel Hinkle, of York. 
For fourteen years be lived in Califor- 
nia.

In the morniug Mrs. Duttcra left home 
to go across the road to see a neighbor 
and for some reason locked her throe 
small children and a pet dog iu the house. 
When she returned several hours later 
she discovered smoke issuiug from the 
house» and entering through the'door she 
fell through the floor which was badly 
burned. 
She landed in the cellar. CJuick- 
ly crossing to the steps, she ascended to 
the first lloor, wliere she found her three 
little ones, Avith their dog—dead ! 


The peculiar circumstanccs surround- 
ing the case, however, aroused suspicion 
iu the minds of the neighoors and Coro- 
ner Miller of Abbottstown, was notified. 
The funeral w\is to have taken placo ou 
Friday, but it was postponed and au in- 
quest ordered to be held on Saturday at 
1 o'clock. 


A jury compripîug E. G Cook and T. 
E. (j. Miller and Mai tin lleltzel, of New 
Oxford; E. P. Miller, of Abbottstown, 
and John Sueeriugcr aud Charles Hem- 
1er, of Mouutpleasaiit, were empanelled 
to iiold tho inquest. 
Besides the jury 
aud the Coroner at the iuquest were Dr. 
J. J. ¡áuyder of this place, aud Chas. F. 
Shafer, of Hanover. 


The jury viewed tho remains of tho 
little ones as the}'' lay side by side iu a 
largo square box, which was covered 
with plain black cloth, lying in the same 
position as they met their death. 
The 
witnesses who gave testimony at that 
time were J. Frank Miller, Amos Spon- 
seller, Frank IL Wagermau, Charles Bû- 
cher, Moses G Topper, John Smith, Juo. 
Patterson, George Duttcra aud Amelia 
Butterà, all of Mountplcasant township. 
All the foregoing witness* testimony was 
that the parents were very uegligeut in 
leaving their children at home unattend- 
ed. 


The mother's testimony was that she 
left the house about 11 o'clock aud 
did not return until about 13.45 o'- 
clock. 
When she left she put tiic chil- 
dren asleep and laid theui upou a chalT 
bed ou the floor. She stated that she of 
ten left them aloue when she v/eut away. 
Upou this day she went firbt to the house 
of a neighbor, ^Mr. Slusser, thence to 
Square Corner. 
When she Avas returu- 
iug she noticed smoke coming out of the 
house. 
She hastened her speed aud 
broke open the door. When she stepped 
in she broke through the floor, landing 
in tho cellar. 
She quickly ran up the 
cellar steps and into the room where the 
children lay. 
She then seized them and 
carried them out of the house. 
She said 
that the floor did uot catch ablaze until 
she opened the door; that after carrying 
the bodies out, she then poured a bucket 
of water upou the fire. The only cause 
of the origin of the fire she could state 
was that a spark fell from the stove upou 
the floor aud caused a smothering fiie. 


Sunday morning, at 10 o'clock. Dr. J . 
J. Snyder, of this place, performed an 
autopsy upon the bodies, from which it 
was developed that all the organs, except 
the lungs which were greatly congested, 
were iu a normal state, and that the hand 
of 
one of the- children and ;the foot 
of another were slighly burned, which 
may have come from lying near where 
the fire was. 
Iu the stomach he found 
digested food which was apparently mix- 
ed with coru meal. 
Sunday evening, 
the jury in a body, drove to the residence 
of the parents, where the following wit- 
ue.sses were examined:—Mrs. Susau Gal- 
lagher, William Snyder, John Snyder 
aud J. n . Sneeriiiger. 
The testimony of 
the above witnesses, except Mr. Sneer- 
inger's, was that the pareuts were very 
negligent. 


Mr. Sneeringcr's testimony -was that he 
was notified about G o'clock about the 
ailuir. He went there as the rest did; 
they not knowing what to do. Upon ar- 
riving there he immediately looked if 
there were any murks of violence and 
discovered that there was a mark on the 
boy*s leg and on the head. 
lie then 
pressed at the neck of one of the girls 
and immediately blood isbued from the 
nostrils. 
Mrs. Duttera theu said: 
you believe I killed them, examine them." 
Mr. Sneeringer further stated that lie im- 
mediately Avent to Dr. Noel and asked 
for a certifícate of death, hut was refused 
because the latter did not think it neces- 
sary, they having died of sulFocation. 
He then went to Gettysburg and notifled 
the District .Attorney, w^ho,'j,with him, 
stated the facts to Judge Swope. 
Mr. 
Sneeringer testified that the parents were 
the most uncoucerned persons about the 
alfair aud that Mrs. Duttera did nut show 
the efl'ect of her loss as a mothei should. 
When he spoke to Mr. Duttera he hung 
his head while at times he would look up 
aud laugh. He though the aliair looked 
suspicious. 


The Jury, having completed the taking 
of testimony, adjourned to the home of 
John Sneeringer, near by, to sum up the 
evidence aud friuno a verdiet. 


At Mr. Sneeriuger's home the evidence 
was all carefully reviewed and fimilly 
they came to the conclusion that the ver- 
dict shall be ''that tho death of the three 
children, Mary limma, Alice Catharine 
and Norman Chirc was caused by sufl'o- 
cation on the 3LKT day of December, L8*J(I, 
through the neglect of the parents by 
their wilfully leaving the children alone 
iu the house, for several hours at a timv. 
upon this, liko frequent, oceasions, and 
in the room where the children lay lock- 
ed, iiro broke out by some causes uu- 
known to the jury." 


The bodies of the cliildren were buried 
ou Sunday evening at 4 o'clock, in the 
German Iteformed cemetery at Abbotts- 
town, Rev. Daniel Eberly olflcialing.

i n the second, the New Zea- 
lander feeds his stock dunug the win- 
ter time with extra forage, whilo in 
tho Argentine the sheep are allowed to 
graze upon the same bare pampa dur- 
ing the dead season. 
The rooult of 
this is that tho New Zealander pro- 
duces an 
even, well-grown 
caroass, 
while there is senthome from tho Plate 
ono upon which a hasty covering of 
i'ttt has been put during the spring 
months of 
the year. 
The dilfer- 
once 
between 
tho 
two 
carcasses 
will readily be noted by anyone who 
pays a visit to the cattle market. 
Thirdly, the freezer in New Zealand 
freezes the mutton on account ol: the 
breeder; and in the Argentine 
tho 
freezer Ijuys from the breeder. 
Tho 
disadvantage of the latter system, so 
long as the breeder has no knowledge 
of the requirements of tho market, is 
apparent. 
The New Zealand breeder 
selects his wethera with care, rejeeting 
any which will give an inferior weight, 
or which are insuiiiciently fattened for 
the butcher. 
Ho remits them in small 
droves to tho freezing establishments, 
and takes every care that thoy shall 
arrive in perfect order. 
The Argen- 
tine breeder, on the other hand, makes 
a contrad't with the representative of 
the freezer to sell a given number; 
and tho latter binds himself to remove 
them within a certain date. - -Now York 
Ledger.

oadamized road he can pull nine times 
as much, on a plank road twenty-fivo 
times as much, and on metal rails filty- 
iour times as much. 
But there aro 
other 
things 
conuccted with 
fine 
roads, and that is the educational in- 
iluence it has on the community. 
If 
good roads are made it will have a 
tendency to draw in settlers and to de- 
crease the size of the farms, making 
more 
land-owners, and better 
and 
more intelligent communities. 


13y tho sides of good roads better 
looking; farm houses are erected. 
The 
community lakes a pride in having the 
houses and grounds improve with the 
improvements on the roads. 
Once 
start a man to ''fixing up," and he is 
likely to keep at it. 
The'same thing 
occurs in our cities and towns. 
The 
man that lives in an uui^ainted house 
on a dirty and yjiuddy thoroughfare 
thinks that it does not pay to fix up 
his place when all around is so un- 
sightly, 
But when the road is rebuilt 
aud tho neighbors begin to set their 
sidewalks aud lawns in order, he sees 
that the time has come for him to re- 
paint the old house and Iset out some 
shade trees. 
The improvement idea 
is contagions and should be fostered. 
—The Silver Knight. 


FOOD FOR MARE AKD COLT. 
ere is no better, collection of 
foods for both the brood mare and tho 
colt," says the Country Gentleman, 
''than roots, oats, wheat bran and 
middlings, linseed meal, skim milk, 
though other materials, ^such as bar- 
ley, corn to a limited'extent, malt 
sprouts and other by-products may bo 
used. 
A grain mixture consisting of 
Jour parts of ground oats, four parts 
•wheat bran or middlings (not the fin- 
OBtJ, and one part linseed meal, will 
do all that any linseed mixture will in 
]»romoting the kind of growth that is 
desired. 


"In the case of the mares, tho quan- 
tity of grain ration that should be fed 
depends so much upon conditions— 
such as size, tho quantity of work, 
whether in gestation or suckling the 
foal—that we are sure it v/ill l)e more 
sensible lor a iDractical feeder to gov- 
ern the ration by his ¡Dersonal observa- 
tion than by any arbitrary rule which 
he might venture to suggest. 


"Skim milk would be a food par ex- 
cellence for the colts, even for those 
three years old, and if a supply of this 
can bo had at twenty cents or less per 
lot) pounds, no more economical food 
could be found for parts of the ration. 
If the milk is fed, the linseed meal 
may be lett out of tho ration, and the 
bran and oats retained, in tho propor- 
tion of one pound of the mixture to 
six pounds of the milk lor the younger 
colts, the proportion of grain increas- 
ing as the animal grows older. 
The 
ekim milk Avould also be a splendid 
food for the mares while sucking their 
foal. 
In any case, especially if all 
other foods are dry, roots are exceed- 
ingly desirable as an occasional feed, 
and to the colts may be fed daily with 
excellent results." 


FKEDINO IDECAVED FOOD, 


Dr, T. E. White, State Veterinarian 
of Missouri, reports tho occurrence of 
fatal disease among milch cows 
in 
Mississippi County, which he aycribes 
to the feeding of partially decayed 
feed-stuii's. 
Twenty-six cows died in 
the vicinity of Bertrand, Mo,, belong- 
ing to various persona. 
There were no 
preliminary symptoms, and about the 
first intimation given of trouble was 
that the owners would go out in the 
morning and find a cow dead, swollen 
to enormous proportions, and with the 
blood oozing from mouth and 
nose. 
These conditions seem to indicate in- 
testinal trouble, which the history of 
tho cafco corroborated. 
Tho country 
around is a low-lying marshy district, 
and tho cattle aro fed largely on peas 
and pea-vines that aro pawtured oil* on 
tho ground where they grow. 
The 
cows have been turned 
into such 
fields, 
as was 
the usual 
practice, 
but during tho mild winter 
there 
had been alternations of ireozing and 
thawing, which tended to 
partially 
decay both the i:ieixs and the viney. 
Feed in this condition then caused 
derangement of tho Btoraach, a gas was 
formed by^the putrefied stuil", bloating 
onfcued, the animals died and the con^ 
tinued fermentation after death in the 
internal viscera was of such extent as 
to R e n d the blood out of the mouth 
and nose alter death. 


Dr, White was eubseqnently called 
to ]Je Sota, where the city cows were 
dying in a similar manner. 
The his- 
tory of tho cases show that the grocery- 
men and restaurant keepers were An 
the habit of setting out all refuge 
matter, such as rotten jjotatoefci, or- 
anges, lemons, apples, etc,, at their 
buck doors for the cows to «at. 
The 


MARKETING FRUIT. 


A man who was engaged by a farmer 
as an assistant in packing and shipping 
apples began his duties by preparing 
one barrel for a shipment. 


The larmer had his methods and 
would not allow any one to interfere 
with them. 
No package oí fruit went 
to market without his personal ex- 
amination of it. 
Upon looking over 
tho barrel ho found small, worm- 
paten, knobby apples scattered about 
within a foot of tho top. ilo criticised 
the packing, when the employe, with 
some spirit, said that ho had spent his 
lifo in the best apple-growing 
dis- 
tricts in New York State, and that the 
farmers there always packed apples in 
that way. 
Ho was told that there was 
but one method used by his present 
boss, and that must bo strictly adhered 
to. 
This was, 
when apples 
were 
marked as first-class, that no imperfect 
specimens should be found in 
the 
barrel. 


There are fruit shippers in the vi- 
cinity of New York whose packages 
can always go to the cohsumer without 
being 
examined, 
Tho 
commission 
merchant knows that they are in every 
respect the best that can be put up, 
and that tho stamp of such shippers 
stands against all evidence. 


Fruit should be put up in three 
grades—the first without a blemish or 
spot, and of the largest size; 
the sec- 
ond smaller, but quite as perfect; and 
tho third, the culls of the entire lot. 


There is nothing more valuable to 
the producer than a reputation for re- 
liability, and the man who is known 
to put up good, honest fruit, while he 
may get no higher 
price than his 
neighbor who is leas careful, will sell 
his goods more rapidly. 


Apples should 
be packed closely 
and shaken down so that they will not 
settle during handling. 
The heads of 
the barrel should bo tightly ijressed in 
and firiply secured. 
The Apple Ship- 
pers' Association has adopted as the 
sizo of barrels those of tho capac- 
ity 
of 
an 
ordinary 
flour 
barrel. 
This 
is 
seventeen 
and 
one- 
eighth 
inches 
in 
diameter 
of 
head 
and 
twenty-eight 
and 
a 
half inches in length of stave and of 
the regular bulge. 
Early and soft ap- 
ples ought always to be packed in 
small parcels. 
Ten and twenty i^ound 
baskets and bushel baskets are best 
ior fancygradesof summer andautumn 
apioles, 
A couple of years ago there 
was a demand made for small pack- 
ages of fine apples. 
Ordinarily, these 
are to be had only in full barrels, but 
half barrels were called for, and were 
packed to order. 


This season there has been a pack- 
age provided for this trade, 
it is a 
wooden box, made of light, strong 
wood, and holds a buahel of apples, 
Ihey will weigh very little, if any, 
more than the average barroJ, holding 
the samo amount. 


It is useless to send apples to market 
unless one adopts a clearly defined 
system of packing and sorting. 
There 
is nothing about which consumers aro 
more touchy than fruit, and once ship 
a lot that shows evidence of a desire 
to fill in with poor stuff, and the shix>- 
per'ri reputation is gone, 


Tho asfeocmtion gives the following 
directions for shi]q)ing ajjples : 


"Tho standard barrels should bo 
used. 
The apples should bo handled 
carefully, tho barrels well filled and 
tho heads bo preened in as firmly as 
possible without bruising the fruit, so 
that the contents can't shako around. 
I h e barrels ehould be well 
nailed, 
Xjlainly stenciled with the name of the 
variety and the name of the shipper, 
or any mark that ho may usu to desig- 
nate his goods. 
They aro then ready 
to be sent to any apple ex[jorter, who 
will look after theui and make returns 
alter they aro 
fiold, 
Tho exporter 
vail attend to all the details, see to 
putting ihe aui^les on board tho vessel, 
attend to iuanrance, froight, etc. 
Ho 
should be notified by mail when a 
shii^ment is made to him. The expense 
of bending apples to the English mar- 
kets is ahout $1 per barrel, and it 
costs just as much to send a barrel of 
poor ones as one of the choicupt 
fruit," 


Now shippers will find it of great 
advantage to observe all the details of 
honest fruii and good 
conditions, 
'J'here are reliable fruit growers in 
plenty who bhiiJ to markets, and to 
some in competition with theso one 
must set up a standard and live up to 
it.—New York Ledger.
